From tho keyhole I could see, for In- 


stance, a shop window on the other 
side of the street, several houses down 
the block. All day long Gorman sol- 
diers wouhl ho passing in front of the 
house and I noticed that practically 
every one of them wouhl stop In front 
of this store window anil look In. Oc- 
casionally a soldier on duty bent wouhl 
hurry past, but I think nine out of ton 
of them wore snllicienlly interested to 
spend at least n minute, ami some of 
them three or four minutes gazing nt 
whatever was belli),' exhibited in that 
window, although 1 noticed that It 
failed to attract the Tielgians.

They might pos- 
sibly kill the dogs and use their sklna 
for leather and their carcasses for tal- 
low, but I feel quite sure that the 
Huns are by no means so short of food 
that they have to eat dogs yet awhile. 


Indeed, I want to repeat here what
